Tas Panjabi Akhbdr of the 6th December refers to the Circulation,

'’he heir to the throne of Conduct of the Barakzai family to- 
mal. wards the Government, and points out 
that it has been marked with treachery and ingratitude. The 
writer argues that no man of that family should be placed on 
the throne of Kabul. Three members of that family, viz., 
Wali Muhammad Khan, Sher Ali Khan of Kandahar, and 
Abdul Rakman Khan, are considered by sume persons as 
deserving heirs to the throne. But the writer does not con- 
sider any of them worthy of the confidence of the Government. 
In the time of the late Amir Sher Ali Khan, Wali Muhammad 
was the Governor of Kurram, and much oppressed the people, 
and consequently the Afghans will not approve of his acces- 
sion to the throne. Moreover, there is reason to believe that 
he was privy to the conspiracy for the massacre of our Embassy, 
otherwise he would have been killed by Yakub Khan, asa 
4 quarrel had long existed between them. As regards Sher Ali 
* Khan of Kandahar, a. — of Dost Muhammad Khan, it 
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should be observed that the King of Persia:granted the dis- 


trict:of Bébkar te his father asa jagir, and that he himself js 


now in possession of that. jagir. As he stands under this 
obligation to the. King of Persia, he may be : considered to be 
under his influence, and consequently we can repose no faith 
in him. Abdul Rahman Khan is Wali Muhammad’s nephew, 
Since his flight from Kabul he has. taken refage with the 
Russians., It is simply inconceivable that. he- should prove 
loyal to us. In these circumstances the writer urges ‘that 
Prince Ab-ul-Qasim, of the. late Sadozai family, who is famous 
for his loyalty to the Government, should be placed on the 
throne.

‘The Oudh Akhbdr of the 12th December publishes a long 
The payment of the cost article, communicated by- a corres- 
of the Afghan war. -pondent, about the question of the 
payment of the cost of the Afghan war. In the beginning of 
the article the writer refers to the origin of kings, and argues 
that every Government has a right to realise the cost of admin- 
istration from: its -subjects, inasmuch.as it protects their lives 
and property from danger. The writer then refers to the 
Afghan war, and remarks’ thatthe Government is entitled 
to realise its cost from the people. The war, says the writer, 
is obviously due:to two causes, viz., the maintenance of British 
prestige against Russia, and the security of the Indian empire. 
As an enmity has long existed between England and Russia, 
and the war has: defended British prestige and honor, the 
home Government should: pay the lion’s share of the cost. 
In consideration of the second cause, India is bound to defray 
the remaining portion. Now the- question ‘is, in what way 
should the Government realise that portion of the cost which 
India is.to bear from the people. A new tax is about to be 
introduced: for the purpose;.which will be levied from each 
man according to his income. We have no objection to pay 
the.new ::tax, but there is one thing which we are anxious " 
recommend to the favourable consideration of the Govern 
ment. Should. not the native chiefs be called upon to share

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with us the ‘cost. of the war?) The war was notionly intended: 


to secure the British-Indian empire, but wasalso calculated. 
to. secure the native States from the danger of foreign inva- 
sion, It.is.obvious from the past history of India that the 
native chiefs. never enjoyed such -ease and comfort as they 
do at, present. Before the establishment of Muhammadan 
rule in India, internecine. quarrels always prevailed amung 
them. During the time of Muhammadan supremacy they 
were also exposed to great trouble and harassment. But 
now they live in perfect peace under the protection of the 


paramount. power. If British rule in India were destroyed 


(which Heaven forbid), they would suffer more than the 
other classes of the natives. Moreover, it will be remembered 
that their forefathers were accustomed to assist the Moghal 


Emperors of Deihi both with men and money.: ‘But as their’ 


troops are not so well disciplined and equipped as to be able 
to fight side by side with the British troops, they should pay 


a portion of. the cost of the war. Some persons may object. 


to the realisation of the expenses of the war from them, on 


the ground that no provision to that effect exists in their 


treaty stipulations. True, it is not expressly provided in 
the. treaty stipulations that. the Government is entitled to 
demand money from them on such occasions. But at all 
events it is provided that they should always be loyal, con- 
sider the enemies of the Goverament as their enemies, ren- 
der aid to it in the event of a crisis, dc. If they are unable 
to assist it with troops, they should assist it. with money. 
However, if the Government. is too scrupulous to demand 
pecuniary aid from them for the reason above referred to, it 
should also not levy an income tax or. .any other. direct 
tax from tyo classes of its subjects, viz., the zamindars and 
the public servants, for the same reason... When the: last 
settlement of revenue. was made. with the. zamindars. for a 
fixed term, of years, the Government did not. tell them that 
it, might impoge a.tax upon them, 4..e, enhance the revenne-at 
&.time of financial pressure eyen before the. expiration of the 
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term, if it pleased. Likewise it did not tell the public seryante 
When they entered the service that they-were liable to the 
payment of an.income tax.,- Thus if the zamindars and pub- 
lic. servants arejexempted from the war tax, only the tradin 
classes remain.to be taxed, But as they already pay a 
famine tax, the income derived from thé levy of a new tax 
upon them will be so small that it will hardly cover even the 
interest on the cost of the war. There is no doubt that 
the payment of any portion of the cost of the war will not 
be acceptable to the native chiefs. But it should be observ- 
ed that direct taxes are also unpopular with the people. In 
these circumstances the best policy will be not to burden any 
one class of ‘the people with the entire cost of the war, but 
to divide the burden among all the classes including native 
chiefs and their subjects. During the late Russo-Turkish 
war, the Muhammadan population of India, including some 
Musalman chiefs, voluntarily contributed subscriptions for 
the relief of the Turks. Similarly it behoves the natives 


of India to collect subscriptions for the payment of the ex- 
penses of the war. 


~The Hindi Pradip for December publishes a communi- 

- cated article in which the writer states 
en eee that the Government has appointed a 
Commission at Kabul to inquire into the circumstances of the 
massacre of the Embassy. The news that has hitherto been 
received from Kabul is calculated to implicate Yakub Khan 
in the outrage. There is no doubt that the Afghans through 
fear or hope of reward will give evidence unfavourable to him. 
He is now in a very delicate position. We hope that the Go- 
vernment will act with its usual sense of justice io this matter. 
We are not disposed to believe that he instigated the outrage- 
Could he be so foolish as to pick a- quarrel with us before 
he had firmly established his authority in Afghanistan ‘ Could 
he be so ungr ateful as to instigate the murder of our Envoy 
before six months had elapsed since the time that = 
released him from imprisonment and-placed him on the throne: 
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The fact of the matter is that he was anxious’ to protect the 


Emb:ssy, but be could not do so. The mutineers were ready’ 
to kill him also. It will be remembered that the native troops 


mutinied in 1857 without any instigation. In our opinion 
Yakub Khan should be released from custody, and his son 
placed on the throne. It is this policy which is calculated to 
increase our prestige in Afghanistan. We should give a good 
education to Yakub Khan’s son. 


The Anjumani Panjab of the Sth December states that 


the Russians are slowly but steadily 

The advance of the “ 
Russians towards Central advancing towards Central Asia. The 
= Turkomans may keep them at bay 
for sometime, but ultimately they are sure to reduce them 
to subjection. As they are greedy and perfidious, a war 


between them and us may be considered inevitable when 


they become our neighbours. We hope that the English Gov- 
ernment will satisfactorily settle the Central Asian difficulty 
with Russia by diplomatic means, in order to avoid this war 
which will prove a very bloody one. The Government 
should -now ask Russia why she has sent General Kauffmann 
to Central Asia, and why she is concentrating her troops and 
making new roads there. The Berlin correspondent of the 
Standard states that General Kauffmann has received orders 
to advance speedily towards Afghanistan. It is rumoured that 
Baki Khan, the Governor of Balkh, has been dethroned by the 
people. If this rumour is true, this incident will afford the 
Russians a good opportunity to interfere in Afghan politics. 


Moreover, as Herat has not yet been occupied by our troops, | 


both Russia and Persia may be looking with greedy eyes at 
it. It is expedient that our troops should immediately occupy 
it. Some English newspapers state that the King of Persia 
does not approve of the Russian expedition to Turkistan, and 
has ordered his officers not to provide the Russian army with 
supplies. We are not disposed to believe this rumour. To our 
thinking the Persian power is a great friend of Russia, and the 
alleged opposition on the part of the former to the Russian 
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army is probably only ostensible :and due -to Policy. It is 
necessary that:we should. yow adopt a policy which should 
restore peace and order in Afghanistan, which should cop- 
_vinee ail Europe and Asia that we have invaded the country 
from good motives, which should permanently settle the vexed 
Kabul question, which should check Russian aggression jn 
Central Asia, which should point out to Persia her mistake 
in having made friends with Russia, and which should con- 


vince the natives that India has not been uselessly burdened 
with the cost of the Afghan war. 


The Shola Tir of the 9th December states that the 


sa auiiiiidinel Turkomans have defeated the Russians. 

Even the victories which the latter 
gained over the former were obtained at a great loss of blood 
and money. This brave resistance on the part of the Turko- 
mans induces us to think that if we assist them, the Russians 


will never be able to defeat them. It is rumoured that the 


Russians are making great preparations for sending another 
expedition to Merv next spring. We hope that the Govern- 
ment of India will render substantial aid to the Turkomans — 
because although the present operations of the Russians 
are directed against the Turkomans their real object 
is to invade India. Itisa matter of satisfaction that the 
British officers .at Kabul have directed their attention at the 
question of recruiting the army from the Kizilbash and 
other warlike tribes of Afghanistan. There is no doubt that 


these men will make good soldiers and fight well. agent the 
Russians. 


The Mitra Vilas of the 8th December protests against 
The future of Afghan-- the. annexation of Afghanistan on 


ee the following grownds: -_— 


(1). That an attempt to occupy ‘the whole of Afghanis- 
tan will involve a great loss of life and money. The Gover- 
nor of Herat has proclaimed himself independent, and defies 
our power. It will be remembered that when the late Amir 
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Sher Ali was about to abandon Kabul during’ the late cam- 
paign, he-rebuked him for flying through fear of the “ ynbe- 
lievers, told him that: they were: not'so brave and powerful 
as he considered them to be, and offered to assist him with 
his own troops «The British military officers are of opinion 
that they cannot advance towards Herat without 10,000 
native and 9,900 British troops. The Governor of Ghazni has 
not yet yielded. . Moreover, the Afghan tro»ps in Turkistan 
are in a state of mutiny. Tlence it is obvious that it is no 
easy matter to take possession of the whole of Afghanistan. 


(2). That it is not advisable on political grounds to en- 
courage intercourse between the Afghans and the natives of 
India. The Afghans are deceitful, and will cheat and 
oppress the natives, which will lead to frequent quarrels 


between them. Moreover, they are lawless and barbarous. and - 


their conduct will affect that of the natives. There might be 
many fanatics among them who would readily cast in their 


lot with Vasdeo Balwant Phadke, Chandria, and the Nagas. 


(3). That if we occupied Afghanistan. we would have 
the Russians before and the treacherous Afghans behind us 
in the event of a Russian invasion. 


In these circumstances it is not wise to annex Afghanistan. 
We should first conciliate the Afghans by assuring them 
that we do not aim at the destruction of their liberty, then 
we should appoint an heir to the throne, nominated by the 
Afghan chiefs and sardars, and content ourselves with the 
establishment of our Envoy with a strong escort at Kabul. |

cular newspaper of Moradabad, about the prevalence of murder 


at Rampur (seepage 947 of the Selections for the week ending 
the 6th December, 1879), remarks that crime is: prevalent in 


every State in’a greater or less degree. Although British ad- 


ministration is'so perfect, British territories are not free from 
crime. Murders, robberies, and dakaitis are committed in 


every part of the country. Who has not heard of the Deccan 


dakait.s? Itis very creditable to Rampur that dakaitis are 
very rare in that State. But because of the existence of crime 
under British rule, we cannot accuse the Government of 
mal-administration. However able a ruler may be, he cannot 
extirpate crime. If our eontemporary were acquainted with 
the state of things in Rajputana it would not charge Rampur 


with mis-management. It will be remembered that formerly 


our contemporary used to defend Rampur against the charges 
which were brought against it by the Ashra/f-ul-Akhbdr 
of Delhi, and always praised the Nawab for his ability. The 
Nawab was pleased with the conduct of the editor of the Naz- 
zari Azam, sent for him and his father to Rampur, bestowed a 
pair of shawls upon them, and induced many noblemen of 
his State to subsidise his paper. But he, far from being 
thankful to the Nawab for this favour, has lately begun to 
denounce Rampur. He should remember that ingratitude 1s 
an un pardonable sin. ‘Moreover, he should observe that there 
are few Muhammadan States in India at present, and there- 
fore every Musalman should pray for their permanence, and 
not try to injure them. He complains that the Nawab’s 
nephew has vicious servants. But every man has good and 
bad servants. As soon as the Nawab’s nephew is acqainted 


with the bad conduct of any of his servants, he dismisses him. 
He can do nothing more. 


In an extraordinary number of the Lauh-i-Mahfuz, dated 
the 7th December, the writer nel an article aeaded “The 
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impartial justice of the Nawab of Rumpur.”’ Referring to:the 
case of Sattar Khan, who killed one N ajja Khan. and was sen- 
tenced ‘to death by the Nawab, but was afterwards reprieved 
as he - feigned madness (see page 947 of .the Selections 
above referred to), the writer states'that the Nawah ordered 
‘adoctor on the 6th December to ascertain wheiker Sattat 
Khan was really mad. The doctor applied an acid to Sattar 
Khan’s neck, which gave him so much pain that after a short 
time he requested the doctor to remove the acid from his neck, 
and declared that he was not mad. On this the Nawab or- 
dered him to be'executed. When he was brought to the place 
of execution from the prison, General Azim-ud-din Khan and 
Abdulla Khan; the magistrate, entreated the mother of the 


deceased. to: take a fine from him as blood-money in accord- 


ance with the Muhammadan law, and .to forgive him. But 
she was inexorable. On this the brother of the deceased 


was.allowed: to cut off his neck with: his sword. |

official a professional classes. However, all public ser- 
vants with annual salaries below Rs. 1 ,20U are exempted 
from the tax. In the case of traders, the limit of minimum 
taxable j income is only Rs. 250. The limit in the case of 
public servants has been fixed so high because the public 
Servants are generally Europeans, and the Government con- 
tiders a European whose pay is Rs. 100 poor. A native 
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Compulsory vaccination. 


whose annual income is Rs. 250 is, in the opinion of the 
Government, not poor, and can afford to pay the tax. A, 
the native public servants whose pay does noi exceed 
Rs. 100 have been exempted with Europeans, some schem, _ 
will probably be devised next year to levy a tax from them. 
Hitherto the highest license fee which a trader had to pay 
was Rs. 500, but no such limit exists in the new Bill. The 
tax is really an income-tax. But it has not been called s0 
because Sir John Strachey does not like that name. It is ex- 
pressly stated in the present License Aci that the proceeds of 
the tax will be devoted to the prevention and relief of famine. 
But no such provision has been made m the new Bill, hence it 
is obvious that the famine insurance fund has ceased to exist, 
and the income derived from the new tax will be appropriated 
to the general revenues of the Empire. In order to remove 
ali doubt from the mind of the public on this point, a state- 
ment should have been made to that effect in the Bill. Itis 


to be regretted that no financial minister has ever been able 


to. obtain a good reputation in India. 


The Bhdrat Bandhu of the 5th December states that the 
Maharaja of Darbhanga, the Maharaja 
of 'Hatwa, and the other rich zamin- 
dars of Behar held a meeting at Sonpur on the Ist December 
to consider the question of collecting subscriptions for the

: vaccination, but protests against the imprisonment of parents 
for the offence of not vaccinating their children. When the 


father of a child is imprisoned under the provisions of 
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the . Bill, he and his wife will consider thd child unlucky 
and will hate it. In fact as soon as a wife hears of her hus- 
band’s imprisonment, she will be so much, affected with 
grief and anger that she will probably throw the child on 
the ground. If she comes to hate the child, there will 
be no milk in her breast to feed it; and it will soon die of 
starvation. If it survives and grows up, it will be looked 
down upon with contempt by ita relatives and nejghbours. 
Moreover; imprisonment is obviously too severe a punish- 
ment for the offence in question. It will be. quite sufficient 
to rebuke or fine the offender. In the end the writer complains 
that the vaccinators are generally not well acquainted with 
vaccination, and consequently kill many children through 
ignorance, and that a school should be established in each 
district for the instruction of vaccinators. 


The Urdu Akhbér, Akola, of the 6th December, tefers to 
The new License Tax the changes which Sir John Strachey 
ul. has ptoposed to make in the License 

Tax Act, arid remiarks tliat the chariges are good as far as they 
go, but they do not go far enough. The tax will still press 
-séverely upon small traders, The traders whose annual 
jiicome does not exceed Rs. 1,200 should be exenipted from 
the tax as well as the official classes, and in order to make 
good the loss which the proposed relief would occasion, the 
rate of the tax should be raised from one and a half to two or 
thres per cent. At all events all incomes not exceeding 
Rs. 600, both in the case of traders and salaried men, should 


bs exempted.

“ Sir John Strachey has ever been a zealous advocate of ; 


income tax, and we therefore do not wonder at the introduc- 
tion of his Bill, for levying the same again in this country, 
in the Viceroy’s Council. It is a tax most ill-suited to this 
comntry; and should be availed of as a last recourse. Its 
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harassing inquisitorial process of assessment is highly objection. 
able, and although the Bill affords relief to all incomes below 
Rs. 250, the poor people will be left entirely at the mercy of 
the executives, who are able to raise the incomes of poor tra; 
ders to taxable amount by a:stroke of the pen. However yp- 
objectionable the tax may be in theory, it is in the execution, 
the levying of it, that it-becomes highly oppressive. The tax, 

as proposed, will: fall mostly’ on traders, their minimum in-. 

come taxable being ‘fixed at Rs. 250, whilst the incomes of 
all salaried officials below Rs.-1,200 are exempted. We do 
not know what-could be the reason for this. distinction, but 
Sir John Strachey seems to have a very mistaken idea of 
native society. . He thinks -that a poor native who has got. 
an income of Rs. 100- per annum lives comfortably. This, 
we say, is quite a mistake. ‘The miserable pittance of Rs.: 
100 is not sufficient for a poor native to.keep him above his 
wants. A man with such a small income lives hand-to-mouth 
only and suffers extreme privations. These, however, are 
exempted by the Bill, and we dare say a very large number 
will find relief if they could escape the oppression of under- 
lings appointed to carry out the law. The result of the opera- 
tion of the license tax 1s too well known, and we must repeat 
that anv measure of direct taxation is not at all suited to this 


country.”
